The failure of the endeavors to effect 
an arrangement for restricting the out- 
turn of tea in India and Ceylon has in- 
duced the Indian planters to take 
measures for stimulating the sale of 
ten among the natives of India. Tt is 
posed to ae 1,000,000 pounds 
for this purpose, and the ay part 
of the quantity required is said to 
have been already subscribed. The 
new echeme will involve either the 
provision of a central depot at Delhi, 
with branches. or the establishment of 
agencies in all the principal cities of 
India. Meanwhile an agent of the 
Indian Tea Association is making an 
effort to develop an overiand trade with 
Seistan, in Persia, where the beverage 
has always been popular. Tea can now 
be sent from Calcutta intp Persia by 
the Nushki-Seistan route at less than 
Se per cwt. Another frontier market 
that séems capable of being exploited 
is Thibet, where China tea holds the 
field, mainly owing to commercial 
enjoyea by the Lamas.—
